President James Sinclair of the 
Fall River Cotton Manufactiiiers 
Association piedictcd last night 
that Aug. 1 will see the end of the 
cotton processing tax and thai 
Sec. of Agriculture Wallace will 
have to back down. 

Leaders of the opposition to the 
tax will hold a mass meeting in 
Fall River tonight. Others ait to 
come. 

A mass meeting of represent* 
tives of 150 different organizations 
civic, fraternal, labor, bu.siness and 
Industrial will gather in Pawtucket, 
R. I., on Monday evening. They 
•will form a committee to carry on 
the fight against the twin evils be- 
setting the textile industry until 
the victory is won. 

Robert I^. Anthony, president of 
the Rhode Island Textile Associa- 
tion, which includes mill owners in 
southern Massachusetts, last night 
sent an invitation to Sec. of Agri- 
culture Wnllaco to come to Rliode 
Island and Massachusetts and see 
for himself the damage that has 
been done by foreign competition 
and the proceri«ing tax. 

Gov. Theodore V. Green of that 
etatc supplemented this invitation 
and asked Wallace to be his hoiise 
guest while making a study on the 
ground of actual conditions. Wal- 
lace speaks late this month in New 
York and this was suggcled as a 
good time for him to come to New 
England and learn conditions at 
first hand.

Lower the old-age pen.sion eligibil- 
ity to 65 years from 70, pay $1 a 
day, and it will cost Massachusetts 
$21,000,000.

Speakers at this hearing were 
largely representatives and senators, 
and one court clerk who had come 
into intimate contact with assistance 
cases. 

"Monstrous inju.stice.", cried this 
last. Clerk Peter INJcCarron of the 
Everett court. "The present law lets 
the local officials do as they please, 
and the results are appalling."

Dean G. L. Archer's Pro- 
posal of Court of In(jus- 
trial Relations Opposed by 
Prof Winslow and R. T. 
Watt

Boston, .April 4 — Gov Curlev's "brain 
tnister.s," after devourin'glhe usual 
lobslei--- it was rn cocktail todav, last 
week it was baked— got into a liebnte 
over a proposal of Dean Glcn.son L. 
Arc'her, chairmiin of the hoot and shoe 
industry cnmmiltpo, during considera- 
tion of problems of economic educa- 
tion, textiles, and other inatters. 

-Archer oiitlined the work of his 
committee in trying to attain a solu- 
tion of the i)robIems of the hoot and 
shoe industry and dotaiied his pro- 
po.sal for establishment of a court of 
industrial relatifm.s. This court would 
take over certain powor.s of the su- 
perior court and the state board of 
conciliation and arbitration and there 
wo\ild also be a reorganization of the 
state department of Labor and indus- 
tries and the board ol conciliation and 
arbitration. 

The dean's proposal was oppo.sed by 
Prof K. M. Winslow of Tutrts collefcc, 
a member of the boot and slioe com- 
mittee, by Robert .7. Watt, secretary- 
treasurer of the State Federation of 
Labor, and by others who entered the 
debate. Winslnw presented an ex- 
haustive brief in which he said the 
labor legislation .should be national, 
the present board of conciliation and 
arbitration should lie allowed to 
stand, and the need for speedy action 
has been overemphasized. 

.SccT-etary Watt agreed with Wins- 
Iniv that from the experience in other 
plares where it has Ijecn tried the 
court of iilfustj-ial rel.itions would 
not lie a suceiss; it would be a waste 
of time to set up d\ipllealc machinoi'.v. 
lie did, however, favor rooigahization 
of the department of labor and indus- 
tries which, he said, has outlived its 
u.seftilncss and fails to function. 

Dr Payaon Smith, state commi.s.sion- 
er of education, reported for the com- 
mittee on economic education, recom- 
meiidinfi- a program calling for a 
state law for the (wmpuLsory te.aoh- 
ing of economics through the high 
schools, not trying to legi.slale affect- 
ing the institutions not luider public 
control, and liaving a two-day con- 
ference of prominent educators in the 
early fall to consider the study of 
economics as related to adult educa- 
tion. 

The proposed state law would call 
for the department of education to 
draft a program of study for the pub- 
lic schools with sufHcient latitude In 
it to allow the sehool committee to 
adapt the progi-am to the needs in 
various sections of the state. The 
conference of educators wrMi'd be to 
focus public attention ajnd to bring 
about cooperative action by the va- 
rious agencie.s. 

Supt Patrick Campbell of the Bos- 
ton sihools .and member of Smith's 
committee, incioised the committee's 
report and said it would be followed 
in Hoston, with fundamentals stres.scd.

Construction of a dog track at 
the old Wonderland Park site at 
Revere Beach will start Monday. 

George Funk, president of the 
Bay State Greyhound Association,

Bay State Sends Experts 
to Washington Monday 

Hopes to Secure Large Sums 
by Comparing Returns 

A close check of the income tax 
returns made by Massachusetts resi- 
dents to the Federal Government, for 
i the purpose of comparing the Feder- 
I al tax accounts with those of the 
State, will be started next Monday 
by eight agents of the State Depart- 
ment of Corporation and Taxation at 
the offices of the Internal Revenue 
Department at Washington. The an- 
nouncement was made by Tax Com- 
missioner Henry F. J^ong yesterday 
as a part of GovjCprley's drive to col- 
lect back taxSTTor the State. 

Approximately 125,000 Federal re- 
I turns wiU be investigated in making 
I the check. It has been maintained 
1 by the Governor and the _ State tax 
officials that the taxpayers either by 
I fraud or inadvertence have cheated 
I the State out of a considerable total. 
I The investigation now being under- 
taken, according to Commissioner 
Long, will go back as far as there 
are returns to examine, which may 
mean that the accounts will be in- 
vestigated as far back as 1917, when 
the Federal Income Tax law became 
operative. 

The Massachusetts group checking 
over the returns will be headed by 
Nathaniel F. P. Nichols, formerly con- 
nected with the Internal Revenue 
Bureau in Massachusetts. Ex-Mayor 
Andrew A. Casassa. appointed by Gov 
Curley. will have supervision over 
the prosecution of any tax law vio- 
lators in case fraud is disclosed in 
the examination of the returns. Six 
other agents are employes of the 
State Tax Department who have spe- 
cial expert knowledge of tax returns.

The Massachusetts Senate took up 
the general appropriation bill yester- 
day afternoon, and during the discus- 
sion devoted a good deal of time to 
politics. 

There was a long debate over items 
for the executive department. The 
Governor and Lieutenant Governor 
Will have cousideiP.bly more money to 
spend this vear than they had last 
and more than the Committee on , 
Ways and Means recommended. Sen- 
ator Hollis of Newton moved to 
amend the bill, as it came up from I 
the House, so as to cut from the i 
Governor's appropriation $2250 for 
the salary of an additional secietary 
which the House had added to the

Senator ."^canlan of SomerviUe, 
Democratic floor leader, began a de- 
fense of Gov Curley and told of what 
the latter had accomplished in re- 
ducing mortgage rates and public 
utility charges. Senator Hollis jnter- 
rupted to Fay that he could learn 
Irom the nev/spapers all he wanted to 
know about the Governor, and that 
' what was desired now was an ex- 
planation of the items in the bill. 
Senator Hollis suggested that the ex- 
planation should come from the 
chairman of the Committee on Ways 
and Means rather than from the 
Democratic floor leader. Senator 
Moyes of Wnltham, chairman of the 
committee, told what the items cov- 
ered and then Senator Scanlan con- 
tinued his praise of the Governor.

PARKMAN WARNS OF 
TAX ONiSECURITIES 

Senator Says It Would 
Drive Wealthy Out 



Parkman Opposes 

Senator Parkman of Boston said he 
could not see why the State should 
' pay the salary of a man who was to 
use his time in the Governor's ofTicn 
to allot jobs while the bill contained 
an appropriation of almost $.'58,000 
for the maintenance of free employ- 
ment offices. Senator Sullivan ot 
Worcester spoke in defense of the 
Governor. . 

Senator Holmes of Weymouth said 
he had nothing hut praise for many 
of the things the Governor had done 
but declared he could not approve of 
violation of the law, and then called 
attention to a piece of public work] 
going oa in the southeastern part ot 
the State. He said the law retjuired 
that 50 percent of the employes on 
the job should live in the com- 
munity where the work was under 
way, but that in this case every one 
of the men employed lived in Boston 
and not one in the local community.

$6,000,000,000 of real estate in the 
I Commonwealth, one-third is held by 
I the cities and towns for the non- 
payment of taxes.

Scvcnty-flve tnotisanT New England 
cotton workers will be out of jobs and 
many mills will be forced to liquidate 
unless the situation confronting textile 
cities is corrected by imrr)ediate elimi- 
nation of the processing tax. It was 
asserted today as more than 100 ofll- 
ciais joined in an appeal to President 
RooseveU. 

A score of important meetings. In 
various sections of New England, are 
planned the first of next week. Public 
officials, labor leaders and manufac- 
turers were united for concerted action 
to save communities that have practi- 
cally no other industries. 

Already thousands have lost their jobs 
and many mills are completely closed 
down. Gov. Theodore F. Green of 
Rhode Island, Gov. Louis Braun of 
Maine and Gov.. UudCJ' have already 
cxpre.ssed their opinions and have ui-ged 
immediate action, and every other New 
England Governor was ready to join the 
movement. 

Every cotton manufacturing centre 
has already wired Washington or mailed 
protests against the AAA cotton process- 
ing tax.

The number of employees in iVew England 
mills alone was reduced from 166,000 in 1923 
to less than 60,000 in 1034. In 1910 New Eng- 
land had 21,000,000 cotton spindles in place, 
and last year there were only 10,495,000 spin- 
dles and less than 7,000,000 of these were in 
operation in December. 

New England today is producing not even 
25 per cimt of the cotton goods made in this 
countr.v. During November, 1934, the Sonth 
had about 20,000,000 active spindles in place — 
or nearly three times the number in operation 
in the six New England stales. 

A recapitulation of the mills that have failed 
or been forced to discontinue business in New 
Engiand furnishes a picture that should shock 
all w.io live here, work here and invest here.

REPORTS BILL FOR 
I NAT! GUARD CAMP 

BOSTON, April 4 i^)— The pro- 
posed new National Guard Camp at 
Bourne on Cape Cod, strongly fav- 
ored by Governor James M. Curley, 
was started on its way through the 
Legislature tonight by a favorable 
report from thp House Committee 
on Ways and Means. 

The bill to create the. camp calls 
for an cxpendKuro of $100,000 with 
the expectation that the Federal 
Government will contribute an add- 
itional $1,700,000. 

! Dissenters from the majority re- 
port included Rep. Albert F. Bige- 
low, Republican Chairman on the 
committee. 

During the day the Senate con- 
cerned itself largely with the hud- 
get but it found time to pass and 
send two bills to the Governor. 

The bills passed by the upper 
House provided for a biennial mu- 
nicipal elections in Mol.vnkc and 
placed Ihr chief of the Worcester 
Fire Department and the Chief De- 
puty under the Civil Service Law. 
During huricet debate the Sen- 
ators defeated by voice vote a pro- 
posal to rcdm-o their salaries 15 
per cent, approved an increase nf 
traveling expenses for the general 
court committees from $7,500 to 



$9,500, added .'f.^OOO to the amount 
appi-oved for indexing the general 
laws of the slate. 

Despite objections the .540,640 
allotment for expenses for the gov- 
ernor's office was passed and an 
attempt to decrease a .'SG.ISO allot- 
meiit foi- the lieutenant governor's 
clericBl force to $4,350 was defeated, 
a proposal to increase the salary of 
the State Armory Commissioner 
from .$2,300 to $2,800 was approved. 

An attempt to cut a $(iO,760 ap- 
propriation in which was included 
the salary for a Massachusetts 
"Ambassador" in Washington, was 
defeated as was a p\oposal to strike 
out of the budget .$30,000 for prizes 
at fairs. 

The Senate also voiced disap- 
proval of attempts to cut out $136,-

BOSTON, April 4. — John P. 
IPeeney, who prosecutes re- 
moval ca.ses for Governor Curley, 
today sent a letter to Clarence A. 
Barnes, counsel for Eugene C. Holt- 
ina.n, In which the return of six 
bottles of champagne by Mr Hult- 
man to the Boston police depart- 
ment properly clerk is demanded. 

The tjotlles referred to were men- 
tione<l, Mr. Feeney says, by Mr, 
Hultman In his reply to charges 
arid specifications that Mr. Hult- 
man took 70 bottles of liquor to his 

home, 

Mr. Feeney wrote that in his 
judgment the six bottles should be 
returned at once by Mr. Hultman, 
chairman of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict commission and former police 
commisMoher. 

The letter to Mi-, Barnes, whose 
illness caused a postponement of 
the Hultman hearing: yesterday, 
reads: 

"I sincerely hope that you are 
feeling better and that we will t>e 
nble to go on next Wednesday. 

"The postponement of the Hult- 
man heari|ig has cau.''ed consider- 
able public talk. T know that you 
are as desirous as I am of closing 
up this matter, 

"Tou have probably noticed In 
a communication which Mr. Hult- 
man sent you and made public rela- 
tive to hi.s defense that he said: 
"I still have in my poseaslon six 
bottles of alleged' champagne, as 
my experiments to determine what 
kind of legislation 1 would ask for 
had not been completed at the time 
I left the police department,' 

"I now demand thai Mr. Hult- 
man return to the property clerk 
of the police department the six 
bottles of champagne. It is my 
judgment that these eix bottles 
should be returned at once."

BOSTON, April 3.- The Smate 
debated Governor Curley's budget 
nearly four hours this 'afternoon, 
increased appropriations $7000 
above the already boosted total by 
the House and came within four 
votes of knocking out the racing 
commision appropriation and, with 
it, possibly racing itself. By a 14 to 
10 vote it kept the racing appro- 
priation ,yi the budget.

$151,295 in the House.

13 Tax Bills Are 
Reported Favorably 

The legislative committee 
taxation has completed hearings of 
the 150 bills referred to it. It has 
reported favorably on about 100, 
but few are of outstanding import- 
ance. The following 13 bills, will 
interest business men most. Cor- 
poration taxes — House Bill 297 pro- 
vides for a new definition of "net 
income" with taxation of banking 
institutions. House Bill 289 pro- 
vides for payment of corporation 
tajces in two Instalments, with in- 
terest charges if the taxes are not 
paid when due. House Bill 14 pro- 
vides a method of taxation of cor- 
porations engaged in Massachusetts 
exclu.sively in > interstate commerce; 
also permanent abolition of the 
dividend credit granted to a foreign 
corporation under Section 43, Chap- 
ter 63, of the General Laws. 

Other bills provide that the law 
barring disclosure of tax returns 
of corporations shall not apply to 
proceedings before the State Board 
of Tax Appeals. Another imposes 
a minimum tax ot 1-40 of one per 
cent on the average amount of de- 
posits of savings banks and savings 
departments of trust companies. 

The following bills have to do with 
income taxes: House bill 25 elim- 
inates the deduction of 5 per cent 
of the assessed value, less mort- 
gages, of stock in trade and other 
tangible property, real or per-sonal, 
owned by persons taxed and used in 
a profession, employment trade or 
bu.sineas. House bill 23 bioadens 
the authority of the tax commis- 
sioner to verify income tax returns, 
by eliminating the provision of law 
that he may verify only "K he has 
reason to believe the return to be 
fraudulent or incorrect." House bill 
2'; provides that if new stock re- 
ceived as a stock dividend has been 
previously tay:.;d as a dividend to 
the seller, he may upon sale use as 
cost the value at which such stock 
was taxed. House bill 1892 makes 
permanent the third cent of the 
gBJSollne tax (which under existing 
law will end i>.. April, rif>36). House 
bill 1923 Imposes a tex on property 



taxation; taxation of dividends from 
partnerships, as.sociations and tru.sta 
with transferable shares, at 6 pc 
cent; taxation of interest on loans 
secured by real estate mortgages; 
abolition of the poll tax; and pro- 
hibition of increased assessment of 
homes owing to improvements; and 
piohibition of arrest of any person 
for non-payment of local property 
taxes. 

A favorable or unfavorable report 
by the committee Is, of course, not 
anal, for both branches of the leg- 
ialatuie must then act. In fact, the 
"arrest" bill noted above was sub- 
.stituted by the Senate and may be 
enacted. We are in a pcsition to 
inform you should you wish to know 
of the final action on any of these 
uilla and will be glad to do so. 
Awaiting Committee Action. 

Many of the mo.st important bills 
are still awaiting committee action. 
Following are brief comments on 
the.se bills. Retail sales tax— Tax 
Commis.sioner Long and municipal 
officials are the principal proponents; 
retail, consumer and labol- organisa- 
tions form the opposition. Some 
observers attach importance to the 
statement of a jcpresentative of 
Governor CJJjJfilMr at one of the hear- 
ings,, in which he said that the gov- 
ernor looked upon this tax "as a last 
resort." Unless there is an unex- 
pected shift of sentimeht, it is ex- 
pected that this bill will not be 
adopted in the present session. 

Increased taxes on dividends, busi- 
ness income, etc., is an important 
matter. It is understood that the 
governor and municipal officials sup- 
port this proposal. Opposition comes 
from various sources. From a po- 
litical viewpoint this is a less ob- 
jectionable tax, at least that is the 
version of men familiar with the tax 
question. ' 

The proposed abolition of the 
State Board of Tax Appeal^s is be- 
fore the committee on state' admin- 
istration. Although the governor 
condemned this board as "pernicious 
and destructive" and demanded its 
abolition in his inaugural, no rep- 
on resentative from hi.-* office appeared 
at the hearing last week. 

The governor's recommendation 
for a 10 per cent surtax on all in- 
come, corporation and inheritance 
taxes assessed in 1935 and 1936. 
This would produce .f3,000,000 and 
would be used to balance the state 
budget 80 that th-; state tax assess- 
ments on cities and towns would 
not be increased. It Is believed that 
this proposal wtll be adopted. 

Commissioner Long has notifled 
cities and towns ot the estimates ot 
corporation and income taxes which 
they may include in their 1935 tax 
rate computations. The state-wide 
totals of these estimates, compared 
with the same estimates for 1934, 
are as follows: 1934, corporation 
taxes $7,738,000: income taxes $14,- 
728,000. For 1935. corporation taxes 
$6,745,000; income taxes $12,000,000. 
These figures are estimates. The 
actual yield in 1935 may be larger, 
but it will have no effect on 1935 
tax rates. The reduced estimate 
for 1935 will cause an average in- 
crease of 57 cents in local tax rates. 

Borrowing to Reduce Taxes. 
' With reduced income and corpora- 
Hon tax yields, welfare costs con- 
tinuing high, the question of new 
fe.t revenues sttll up in the air, and 
tax rates due to be announced with- 
in a few weeks, what will financially 
embarrassed municipalities do to 
keep their 1935 tax rate down? 

The federal spending policy is still 
creating a public opinion which acta 
to block muiilclpal economlea. There 
is no gainsaying that fact. The men 
nearest to this situation .say that 
the main reliance will probably be 
placed upon borrowing for a third 
year, and the legislature is expected 
to pave the way. They say that 
tax title loans, which under existing 
law will end on July 1, mil be ex- 
tended. In addition It Is believed 
that the bill filed by Represintatlve 
Halliwell, to permit cities and towns 
to borrow up to a;ic-ha!f of 1 per 
cent of their assessed valuation for 
tax rate reduction, will probably be- 
cnnne law.
